Regimental  Hofpitals,  in  ftri£t  Conformity 
thereto.

HIS  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in 
Chief  having  iflued  the  molt  politive 
Orders  to  all  Officers  commanding  Brigades 
and  Regiments,  to  give  very  particular  at- 
tention to  the  management  of  Regimental  Hof- 
pitals,  it  becomes  our  duty  to  introduce  1’uch 
Rules  and  Regulations  for  the  interior  economy 
of  the  fame,  as  may  belt  provide  for  the  health 
and  comfort  of  the  Soldier,  and  generally  fe- 
cure  to  His  Majefty’s  Service  all  the  advan- 
tages to  be  expe&ed  from  our  care  and 
fuperintendance. 

We  hope  the  following  Inftructions,  duly 
attended  to , will  be  found  conducive  to  thole 
defirable  and  important  objects. 


Introduction

The  reports  of  the  vifiting  Officer  and  of 
the  Surgeon  will  afford  fuch  information  to 
the  Commanding  Officer,  as  will  fatisfy  him, 
with  the  help  of  his  own  occafional  vifits,  that 
the  feveral  Duties  of  the  Hofpital  are  duly 
performed. 

The  journals  to  be  kept  by  the  Surgeon  will 
be  proofs  of  his  diligence,  and  the  bell  evi- 
dence  of  his  profeffional  ability. 

All  Regimental  Hofpitals  are  under  the  im- 
mediate direction  of  their  refpe&ive  Surgeons* 
fubjeft  neverthelefs  to  the  general  fuperin- 
tendance  and  controul  of  the  Infpe&or  Gene- 
ral of  Army  Hofpitals,  and  of  any  other  Officers 
of  the  Medical  Staff,  who  may  be  ordered  by 
His  Royal  Highnefs  the  Commander  in  Chief, 
to  infpeft  the  fame  from  time  to  time.  They 
are  to  fee  that  every  part  of  the  Hofpital  re- 
gulations has  been  obferved; — to  affift  with 
their  advice  the  attending  Surgeon,  and  to 
propofe  to  the  Officers  commanding  Brigades 
or  Regiments,  fuch  further  improvements  as 
thev  may  deem  neceffary  to  the  benefit  of  the 
fick,  and  of  the  fervice. 

When  a Regiment  is  divided  and  ftationed 
in  different  quarters,  the  Medical  Staff  is  to  be 
equally  diftributed,  that  as  few  detachments 
as  poffible  may  be  left  to  the  care  of  country 
praftitioners. 
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Each  Regiment  of  500  men  and  upwards, 
Ihould  be  provided  with  a Surgeon  and  two 
affiftant  Surgeons. 


The  ftation  of  the  Surgeon  is  always  to  be 
at  the  Head-quarters  of  his  Regiment. — If  the 
Regiment  be  divided  into  cantonments,  the  firft 
affiftant  Surgeon  is  to  be  placed  with  the 
ftrongeft  detachment,  and  the  fecond  with  the  station  of  the 

& . Medical  Sta’f. 

next  in  fucceffion  in  point  of  numbers;  and 
in  no  cafe,  where  the  Regiment  is  thus  divided 
and  the  Surgeon  prefent,  fhould  either  of  the 
Affiftants  be  allowed  to  remain  at  Head-quarters. 


The  Quarters  of  one  of  the  Medical  Officers 
of  the  Regiment  Ihould  be  always  near  the 
Hofpital,  and,  when  encamped,  one  of  them  is 
to  fleep  m Camp. 


Leave  of  abfence  to  the  Medical  Staff  of  Leave 
Regiments  mull  be  regulated  by  the  Com-  of  Abfcnce 
mander  in  Chief’s  order  of  the  3d  February 
1803.  (See  Appendix,  No.  1.) 


When  a Regiment  is  in  Barracks,  a Hofpi- 
tal is  required  to  be  provided  and  properly 
fupplied  with  furniture,  bedding  and  utenfils, 
by  the  Barrack  Department  according  to  the  yafrritc^ 
regulation  and  the  eftablifhed  fchedule  from 
that  office,  (App.  No.  2.)  In  other  fituations  the 
Surgeon  will  refort  to  his  own  Regimental 
ftores,  which  he  is  on  no  account  to  encreafe 
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or

or  replenifh  without  previous  permiflion;  and, 
once  a year  at  leaft,  he  will  make  a report  of 
the  ftate  of  them  to  the  Infpe&or  General. 

When  in  Quarters  the  Surgeon  mult  look 
out  for  a houfe  fuitable  to  the  ftrength  of  the 
Regiment  in  a dry  fituation  and  with  good 
water;  but,  before  he  engages  it,  he  mult  ftate 
to  the  Infpebtor  General  of  Army  Hofpitals, 
its  rent  and  fituation,  with  the  number  and 
fize  of  the  rooms — What  wards  have  fire 
places,  and  how  many  beds  each  room  will 
contain. — Without  this  preliminary  meafure 
and  the  fan&ion  of  the  Infpe&or  General 
firft  obtained,  no  charge  for  a hired  houfe 
will  be  allowed,  unlefs  very  prefting  emer- 
gency fhall  juftify  a departure  from  this  regu- 
lation, and  which  mull  be  ftated  in  the  firft 
Weekly  Return. 

No  Hofpital  is  to  be  engaged  for  a longer 
term  than  by  the  week ; and  to  obviate  every 
unneceflarv  encreafe  of  Hofpital  Baggage,  the 
Landlord  fhould  be  required  to  provide  the 
nccefiary  equipments  of  fire-irons,  tables  and 
forms,  or  they  muft  be  hired  elfewhere  at  a 
weekly  charge. 

The  eftablifhment  of  Hofpital  fervants  gives 
for  a Regiment  of  500  men  and  upwards,  one 
Nurfe  at  is.  one  Serjeant  at  6d.  and  one  Orderly 
at  4ft.  per  day  : — this  is  underftood  to  be  the 

•maximum 
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^maximum  of  Expence  to  be  generally  brought 
againft  the  Public,  under  that  head.  In  batta- 
lions of  inferior  numbers  the  expence  of 
Hofpital  Attendants  mull  be  regulated  in  due 
proportion  to  their  ftrength.  If  from  unufual 
ficknefs  further  afliftance  be  necelfary,  appli- 
cation muft  be  made  to  the  Infpeftor  General 
for  his  approval  of  it,  unlefs  the  prelfure  of 
the  moment  will  not  wait  for  fuch  fanftion ; 
but  the  neceffity  muft  be  then  ftated  in  the 
next  Weekly  Return. 

This  regulated  allowance  is  intended  for  an 
entire  Regiment ; when  the  Regiment  is  fepa- 
rated,  the  Surgeon  is  expefted  to  exercife  his 
difcretion  in  dividing  and  apportioning  the 
ordinary  expence  of  the  whole,  in  fuch  a way 
as  to  meet  the  exigencies  of  all ; thus,  in  the 
fltuation  of  a Regiment  detached  in  three  parts, 
it  is  advifable  to  difcontjnue  the  Nurfe,  and 
to  employ  three  Orderlies  in  her  fteadj  and,  by 
fo  doing,  to  give  a due  proportion  of  afliftance 
to  each  Detachment. 

The  Serjeant  is  to  take  charge  of  the  bedding, 
utenfils,  and  other  Hofpital  Stores,  andbehim- 
felf  anfwerable  for  any  damage  or  lofs. 

This  non-commiflioned  Officer  fliould  be  Duties  of  th 
felefted  by  the  Surgeon,  with  the  approbation  £e'jea‘ t- 
of  the  Commanding  Officer,  and  be  exempted 
from  other  military  duties;  nor  fhould  he 

be 
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be  removed,  except  in  cafes  of  mifcondufl 
or  inefficiency  He  is  to  go  round,  at  periods 
fixed  by  the  Surgeon  for  adminiftering  Me- 
dicines and  Nouriffiment,  and  to  fee  that 
the  Nurfe  and  Orderly  Man  punBually  give 
to  the  Patients  what  has  been  directed  by 
the  Surgeon  he  is  likewife  to  obferve  that 
the  Wards  are  kept  clean,  and  that  every 
Nuifance  be  removed  as  foon  as  poffible.  He 
is  to  fee  that  every  Patient  has  his  face  and  hands 
wafhed,  and  his  hair  combed  and  tied,  before  the 
Surgeon  vifits  the  Hofpital;  and  thofe  men  who 
are  able  to  fit  up  are  regularly  to  fold  up 
their  bedding,  and  to  fweep  under  their  beds 
every  morning  by  fix  o’clock  in  fummer,  and 
eight  in  winter ; they  are  likewife  to  feparate 
their  bedding,  and  to  air  it  two  hours  every 
day  in  fine  weather. 

As  quietnefs  and  reft  are  abfolutely  required 
in  Hofpital,  great  care  is  to  be  taken  that  every 
duty  be  performed  with  the  lead  poffible  noife, 
and  that  at  night  the  houfe  be  perfeftly  quiet. 
Every  man  muft  be  in  his  bed  by  eight  o’clock 
in  winter,  and  nine  in  fummer;  and  no  conver- 
fation  fhould  be  permitted  after  that  time. 

The  Serjeant  is  to  fuperintend  the  cleaning 
of  the  Wards  early  every  morning,  and  as  fre- 
quently during  the  day  as  circumftances  may 
render  itneceffary.  The  pernicious  cuftom  of 
waffiing  floors  and  covering  them  with  fand, 

particularly 
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particularly  during  the  winter,  is  pofitively 
forbid;  and  (as  afar  preferable  mode  of  clean- 
ing) dry  rubbing  fhould  be  fubftituted,  by 
means  of  the  fcrubbing  bruffi  mounted  on  the 
heavy  block.  The  Serjeant  lhould  go  every 
morning  and  evening  round  the  Wards,  at- 
tended by  the  Orderly  Man,  to  call  a roll, 
and  report  to  the  attending  Medical  Officer,  at 
the  firft  vifit,  fuch  men  as  were  found  abfent  ; 
and  whether  the  Hofpital  was  regular,  and  in 
good  order. 

The  duty  of  the  Orderly  Man  is  to  affift  the  Orderly  Man, 
Nurfe,  by  attending  the  lick,  adminiftering  the 
medicines  and  comforts,  and  keeping  the 
Wards  clean. 

The  Commanding  Officer  fhould  be  applied  sentries 
to  for  a guard,  in  order  to  furniffi  Sentries  to  the 
Regimental  Hofpital,  and  to  the  Hofpital  Tent ; 
which  Sentries  are  to  be  directed  to  admit  no 
perfon  but  the  Staff,  the  Officers  of  the  Regiment 
and  thofe  immediately  employed  in  the  Hofpital ; 

■*— they  are  to  be  particularly  careful  in  pre- 
venting liquor  or  any  other  articles  from  being 
carried  into  the  Hofpital,  without  the  Surgeon’s 
permiffion;  nor  are  they  to  allow  any  Patient 
to  go  out  (to  the  Neceffary  excepted)  without 
aTicketof  Leave  from  the  attending  Surgeon. 


During  encampment,  a Hofpital  Tent  is  al-  HoigitaiTen 
lowed  in  aid  of  an  Hofpital ; but,  except  in 
- cafes 


Btufieads. 
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cafes  of  abfolute  necefiity,  it  is  not  to  be  the' 
foie  Hofpital;  and  great  care  fhould  be  taken 
to  felefl  a dry  piece  of  ground  for  the  Tent  in 
the  neighbourhood  of  the  Regimental  Hofpital. 
A trench  is  to  be  dug  round  it  for  carrying  off 
the  water ; and,  to  make  it  dry  within,  ftraw 
worked  into  thick  mats  or  interwoven  in  flight 
hurdles,  fhould  be  laid  under  every  palliafs, 
upon  dry  fand  or  gravel.  Where  fuch  con- 
veniences cannot  be  had,  fome  frefh  ftraw 
fhould  be  placed  under  each  palliafs,  confined 
by  a board  twelve  or  fourteen  inches  high, 
placed  round  the  fides  of  the  bed ; the  ftraw 
to  be  changed  at  leaft  once  a fortnight. 

Bedfteads  feem  to  be  too  heavy  an  incum- 
brance for  the  ordinary  equipment  of  a Regi- 
mental Hofpital ; but,  in  wet  feafons  or  damp 
fituations,  during  an  Encampment,  a few  cot 
frames  may  be  fupplied  from  the  general  ftore 
in  the  neighbourhood,  if  the  prevalence  of 
any  particular  difeafe  fhould  call  for  them. 

The  windows  of  the  Hofpital  Tent  to  be 
opened,  and  the  walls  to  be  lowered  every 
day  to  admit  frefh  air;  and,  during  that  period, 
the  beds  of  the  Convalefcents,  and  of  others 
who  are  able  to  fit  up  during  the  day,  are  to 
be  made,  and  the  palliaffes  to  be  occafionally 
fcoured  with  foap  and  water,  under  the  fpecial 
direftion  of  the  Surgeon.  Rugs,  blankets,  &c. 

in 
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in  fine  weather,  to  be  conttantly  hung  out  on 
bufhes,  or  to  be  aired  on  the  dry  ground. 

The  Wards  are  to  be  frequently  fumigated  Fumigation, 
with  nitric  acid*,  and  the  plaitereu  walls  to  be 
occafionally  white-walhed  ; but  this  lalt  is  not 
b to 


* Put  half  an  ounce  of  Vitriolic  AcicTinto  a crucible, 
or  into  a glafs,  or  china  cup,  or  deep  faucer  ; warm  this 
over  a lamp,  or  in  heated  fand,  adding  to  it  from  time  to 
time,  fome  Nitre,  or  common  Salt;  thefe  veflels  fhould  be 
placed  at  twenty  or  thirty  feet  diftance  from  each  other,  ac- 
cording to  the  height  of  the  cieling,  or  virulence  of  the 
contagion.  In  Hofpitals  or  Prifons,  the  Lamps  or  VefTels 
containing  heated  fand,  may  be  placed  on  the  floor,  the 
fumigating  Lamps  of  Mofer  may  be  employed  for  this 
purpofe,  although  they  would  anfwer  much  better,  if  the 
faucer  was  deeper,  and  if,  inflead  of  a place  for  a Lamp, 
there  was  a Box  proper  for  containing  hot  fand,  in  which 
the  faucer  might  be  placed;  as  fumigating  with  Nitrous 
Acid  is  attended  with  no  inconvenience,  and  as  the  procefs 
is  fo  Ample,  and  the  materials  fo  cheap,  it  fhould,  as  a 
means  of  prevention,  be  employed  for  fome  hours  every 
day,  in  Tranfports  having  Troops  on  Board,  or  in  crowded 
Hofpitals : and  if  there  is  any  appearance  of  Contagion, 
the  Fumigation  fhould  be  executed  with  more  care  and 
attention,  and  the  Vapour  confined  for  feveral  hours  at  a 
time.  Fumigating  VefTels  or  Lamps,  fhould  alfo  be  placed 
contiguous  to  the  Hammocks  or  Beds  of  Ferfons  afFedted 
with  any  contagious  or  putrid  Diftemper,  whether  Fever  or 
Dy  fen  try. 


* As  the  quantity  of  Vapour  depends  in  fome  meafure  on  the  furface, 
it  is  better  to  ha'e  the  Vitriolic  Acid  pu‘  in  a number  of  fmall  Velfels, 
than  in  one  or  two  large  r nes,  befidss  in  this  way,  it  has  the  advantage 
of  being  diffufed  more  readily  in  any  given  fpace.

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to  be  done  in  a hired  Hofpital,  without  the 
knowledge  and  approbation  ol  the  Command- 
ing Officer : — And,  in  a Barrack  Hofpital,  a due 
requifition  for  it  mutt  be  made  to  the  Barrack 
Matter,  who  will  have  it  executed.  The  lides 
of  the  Wards  (when  of  wood)  may  be  oc- 
cafionally  fcoured  with  foap  and  water;  but 
the  floors  ffiould  be  generally  kept  clean  by 
conftant  dry  rubbing  as  before  directed. 

Every  Patient  on  his  admiffion  into  the 
Hofpital,  ffiould  (if  poffible)  be  previoufly 
infpe^ed  by  one  of  the  Medical  Staff  of  the 
Regiment;  and  be  made  extremely  clean  with 
warm  water  and  foap  he  fhould  put  on  a 
clean  ffiirt,  and  the  clothes  he  had  worn  fhould 
be  purified. 

All  men  with  venereal  difeafe,  are  to  be 
confined  to  the  Hofpital. 

Men  with  the  itch  ffiould  be  cured  in  a 
feparate  Tent  in  fummer,  or  in  a feparate  room 
of  the  Hofpital ; fuch  men  ffiould  each  bring  a 
clean  ffiirt  fora  change  after  they  are  cured  : — 
four  friftions  or  fmearing  the  body  all  over 
four  times,  at  fix  hours  dittance,  with  the 
fulphur  ointment*  (keeping  in  bed  the  whole 

time)

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time)  will,  in  moll  inflances,  eradicate  the 
complaint  i They  mull  then  be  well  wafhed 
with  warm  water,  and  put  on  clean  linen  and 
clothes.  Whenever  this  complaint  prevails  in 
a Regiment,  there  is  to  be  a weekly  infpeCHon 
of  all  the  men,  by  the  Surgeon  or  affiflant 
Surgeon. 

Punifhedmen  fhould,  if  poffible, be  placed  in  Punifhcd  Men* 
a feparate  Ward,  and  their  linen  be  frequently 
changed.  Their  bedding  fhould  be  protected 
by  a guard  of  oil-cloth  under  the  fheet. 

Every  Patient  to  be  provided  with  a clean 
fhirt  and  a clean  pair  of  {lockings  (if  he  can 
fit  up)  twice  a week  or  oftener  if  neceffary, 
and  with  clean  palliafs  cafes  and  clean  fheets 
once  a fortnight,  or  oftener,  as  particular  cir- 
cumftances  may  require. 

The  Patients  fhould  be  fhaved  at  leaft  twice 
a week,  and  other  perfonal  cleanlinefs  be 
obferved  as  before  direCted. 

All  men  with  infectious  difeafes,  putrid  infeaious  Dif* 
fevers,  fluxes,  fmall-pox,  or  meafles,  whofe  eafes‘ 
fituation  will  admit  of  Removal,  fhould  be 
immediately  fent  from  Camp  or  Barracks,  to 
a feparate  houfe;  or,  in  certain  cafes  of  exi- 
gency, to  an  Hofpital  Tent.  Upon  the  death  of 
a Patient,  the  whole  of  the  bedding,  after 
being  fteeped  in  running  water,  or  in  a tub, 
fhould  be  dried  by  the  heat  of  an  oven,  and 
b 2 afterwards 


afterwards  wafhed  w ith  foc;p  and  boiling  water, 
before  it  is  either  ufed  again,  or  put  into  the 
regimental  Store-:  The  like  fhould  be  done 
with  the  bedding  of  the  whole  Ward.  The 
ftraw  about  the  bed  of  a man  who  dies,  to  be 
taken  out  and  burnt,  and  the  place  or  bed 
where  he  lay,  to  be  well  fcoured  with  foap 
and  hot  water. 

In  all  cafes  of  this  fort,  and  particularly 
after  the  removal  of  a Corpfe,  the  Ward  is 
to  be  well  fumigated. 

charge  of  the  No  packs,  &c.  to  be  permitted  to  hang  up, 

Neceffanes.  or]ay  jn  the  Wards:  The  Non-commiHioned 

Officerattending  the  Hofpital  is  required,  on 
the  admiffion  of  a Patient,  to  take  charge  of 
his  Neceflaries,  and  is  to  be  refponlible  for 
them.  The  Hofpital  is  never  to  be  crowded, 
— every  man  to  have  at  leaft  the  fpace  of  five 
feet  allotted  to  his  bed,  and  each  man  a bed 
to  himfelf. 

Convalefcents.  Men,  when  become  convalefcent,  Ihould  not 
be  reported  too  foon  for  duty. 

inflruments.  The  Surgeon  is  to  be  always  in  polfelfion  of 
a complete  fet  of  Inftruments,  provided  at 
his  own  expence,  agreeable  to  the  Lift  in 
the  Appendix,  No.  3.

The  Schedule  (No.  4)  gives  a Lift  of  the  eftab- 
lifhed  Articles;  and,  for  the  more  ready  con- 
veyance, as  well  as  better  prefervation  of 
them,  they  have  been  formed  into  one  or 
more  Canteens,  fuitable  to  the  ftrength  of  the 
Regiment,  and  the  exigencies  of  Detachments. 

The  regimental  Surgeon,  or  afiiftant  Sur- 
geon, fhould  reg  larly  vifit  the  Hofpital,  at  leaft 
twice  every  day,  and  keep  a Book  of  the 
Admifiions,  Difcharges,  and  the  Cafes  of  the 
Patients;  in  which  the  name,  age,  difeafe,  diet, 
and  treatment,  are  to  be  fully  inferted,  fubjefil 
to  the  call  of  the  Infpefitor  General  of  Army 
Hofpitals,  or  Commanding  Officer  of  the 
Regiment. 

The  regimental  Surgeon  is  to  pay  particular 
attention  to  the  examination  of  Recruits,  and 
be  careful  not  to  certify  for  any  man’s  fitnefs 
to  ferve,  into  whofe  ftate  of  health  he  has  not 
regularly  enquired;  and  who  has  not,  at  his 
examination,  been  ftripped  of  all  his  clothes 
to  afcertain  that  he  has  no  Rupture;  that  he 
has  the  perfect  ufe  of  his  eyes  and  ears,  and 
the  free  motion  of  every  joint  and  limb  - 
that  he  has  no  fore  leg,  or  difeafed  enlargement 
of  bones  or  joints ; — that  his  appearance  is 
generally  healthy,  and  that  he  is  neither  con- 
fumptive,  nor  fubje£l  to  fits; — with  any  of 
thcfe  Defers,  the  man  is  to  be  reported  as 
unfit  for  Service.

The 
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The  inoculation  of  the  Cow  Pock  is  to  be 
pow  Pock  in-  conttantly  praflifed.  Let  every  man  who  does’ 
not  bear  the  mark  of  the  Small  Pox.  either  by 
Inoculation,  or  otherwife,  be  fubjett  to  the 
trial  of  the  Cow  Pock  (if  it  has  not  been 
already  done)  after  the  manner  defcribed  in 
Appendix,  (No.  5 ) The  Cow  Pock  occafions 
no  difturbance  to  the  frame,  or  confinement 
from  Duty,  and  therefore  may  be  performed 
either  in  Barracks  or  Quarters.  When  Cow 
Pock  matter  is  wanted,  application  may  be 
made  for  it  to  this  Office ; but  the  refpebtive 
Surgeons  are  expedited  to  ufe  every  Precau- 
tion to  keep  up  a fupply  of  fluid  Matter. 

By  a general  order  of  His  Royal  Highnefs 
the  Commander  in  Chief  (for  which  fee  Ap- 
pendix, No.  6)  the  ftoppage  to  be  drawn 
; from  men  in  Hofpital,  is  fixed  at  tod.  per  Day.

* From  the  25th  of  May,  1797,  the  Soldier  is  to  defray 
the  whole  fLxpence  of  his  Bread  and  Meat ; with  this  ex- 
ception, that  if  Meat,  of  the  quality  proper  to  be  pro- 
vided for  him,  ftiould  exceed  the  price  of  tix  pence  a pound, 
^>r  if  Bread,  of  the  houfehold  quality  ftiould  exceed  the 
price  of  three  half-pence  a pound;  inch  excels  ol  price  fhall 
be  allowed  to  him  upon  a quantity  not  exceeding  three 
quarters  of  a pound  of  Meat,  and  one  pound  of  Bread  a 
Day,  for  each  Man. 
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Bread  is  allowed  to  be  charged  by  the  Pay- 
Mafter  : — no  more  than  6d.  per  lb.  for  the  stoppage  in 
former,  and  i^d.  for  the  latter,  can  therefore 
be  included  in  the  Surgeon’s  Weekly  Returns; 
in  cafes  where  White  Bread  is  neceflary,  the 
coiuraft  Bread  muft  either  not  be  drawn  at  all, 
or  the  difference  alone  muft  be  inferted  as  an 
extra,  charge  in  the  Stoppage  Account,  againft 
the  refpeftive  Man’s  name  for  whom  it  fhall 
have  been  ordered. 

The  above  Stoppage  and  the  gene  ral  Ex- 
penditure of  the  Hofpital  are  under  the  im- 
mediate direQion  of  the  Surgeon,  who  will 
check  and  controul  the  Serjeant’s  accounts,  Weekly  Return 
being  himfelf  refponfible  for  the  due  appropria- 
tion of  the  Money  ; as  well  as  for  the  general 
Conduct  of  the  Hofpital,  and  of  the  Servants 
under  his  authority.  Blank  Forms  of  Returns 
will  be  regularly  furnifhed  by  this  Office,  to 
be  filled  up  and  certified  weekly,  according 
to  the  InftruCtions  given,  and  to  be  tranfmit- 
ted  by  Sunday’s  poll,  to  the  InfpeCtor  General. 

The  Sick  Return  forming  part  of  the  Table,  sick  Return, 
is  to  be  filled  up  every  fourth  week,  or  that 
week  in  which  the  20th  of  the  month  occurs  ; ' 

For  example,  if  Wednefday  be  the  20th,  let 
the  next  Sunday’s  Return  give  the  account  of 
Sick,  but  if  the  20th  fall  on  the  Monday  or 
Tuefday,  it  will  be  better  to  make  it  up  on

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this  Office  in  due  time  for  the  general  report 
to  the  Commander  in  Chief.  This  Return  is 
to  give  the  total  number  of  the  Sick  of  the 
Regiment  whether  at  Head  Quarters,  in  Gene- 
ral Hofpital,  on  Detachment,  or  on  Furlough, 
and  it  is  to  be  regularly  fent  on  or  about  the 
20th  of  the  month,  whether  an  Hofpital  be 
eftabliihed  or  not. 

For  the  fake  of  uniformity,  the  Diet  in 
ordinary  of  the  Sick  is  (in  the  Weekly  Return) 
divided  into  four  daffies,  viz.  full,  half,  low 
and  fpoon. 

In  the  compofition  of  thefe  Diets,  the  Sur- 
geon rrmft  conform  to  the  Table  in  the  Appen- 
dix (No.  7),  except  under  Cii cumflances  that 
can  be  fatisiatlorily  explained  in  the  next 
Weekly  Return. 

The  Diet  Roll  is  to  be  daily  filled  up,  and 
weekly  figned  by  the  Surgeon  of  the  Regiment, 
and  to  be  iegularly  filed  for  future  Infpefcdion. 
As  this  ferves  (with  the  Hofpital  Book)  for  a 
Voucher  of  the  Charges  in  the  Weekly  Return, 
it  behoves  the  Surgeon  to  be  very  circumfpedl 
in  its  detail ; for  if,  on  infpeflion,  any  Charges 
appear  in  the  one  that  are  not  fupported  by 
the  other,  the  Expence  will  inevitably  fall  on 
himfelf.

per  man  per  week,  in  the  infantry,  and  6d. 
in  the  cavalry.  All  extra  walhing  muft  be 
fpecifically  Hated  in  the  extra,  table. 


When  a Regiment  has  been  furnilhed  with 
one  or  more  Medicine  Chefts  (according  to  its  Medicines, 
ftrength)  the  fubiequent  Supplies  are  to  be 
drawn  from  the  Public  Elaboratory,  by  a 
requifition  made  to  the  Infpeclor  General, 
half  yearly,  viz.  on  the  24th  June,  and  24th 
December. 

An  Invoice  of  the  Medicine  Cheft  now  in

When  a Medical  Officer  of  a Regiment 
defires  to  ufe  a Medicine  not  in  his  Cheft,  he 
muft  procure  it  at  his  own  expence,  unlefs  in 
his  Weekly  Return,  he  can  explain  the  pecu- 
liar necelfity  of  the  Cafe  that  called  for  it. 

At  the  before-mentioned  periods,  viz.  24th 
June,  and  24th  December,  the  Surgeon  will 
fend  Returns,  Hating  the  quantities  laft  re- 
ceived, the  prefent  ftock  in  hand,  and  a detail 
of  the  articles  to  be  renewed;  with  the  quan- 
tities that  may  in  his  judgment  be  equal  to 
the  probable  wants  of  the  enfuing  fix  months, 
not  exceeding  the  original  Supply.

No  Druggift’s  charge  will  be 
admitted,  unlels  the  Surgeon  has  previous 
permiffion  to  purchafe  occafional  articles;  or 
unlefs  the  prefture  of  the  moment  will  not 
allow  of  that  delay  : the  circumftances  with 
the  charge  muft  be  then  ftated  in  the  next 
Weekly  Return.

The  regulated  allowance 
has  been  at  id.  per  man,  per  week,  for  medi- 
cines and  attendance ; but,  where  the  number 
is  under  Thirty,  and  the  Contraft  cannot  be 
made  for  that  Sum,  it  is  allowable  to  give 
6d.  per  month.  Every  Officer  commanding 
a Detachment,  ffiould  be  apprized  by  the 
Regimental  Surgeon  of  this  Regulation,  and 
of  the  neceffity  for  certifying  in  the  Bill  the 
precife  number  of  men  and  the  period  of 
attendance  ; as,  without  this  form,  the  Charge 
will  be  rejefted.  When  from  the  preflure  of 
the  moment  (on  a march  or  on  furlough)  fuch 
agreements  cannot  be  made,  the  country  prac- 
titioner will  be  allowed  to  charge  his  Medicines 
at  a price  fuited  to  fuch  clafs  of  Patients.

THE  Commander  in  Chief,  has  obferved,  that  the  benefit  to  be 
expelled  to  the  Service  from  the  encreafed  Eftablifhment  of  the  Regi- 
mental Medical  Staff  Officers,  has  been  in  many  Inftances  entirely  loft 
by  thefe  Officers  having  been  permitted  to  go  on  leave  of  Abfence  in 
common  with  other  Officers  of  the  Regiment,  without  a due  attention 
to  the  particular  nature  of  their  Employment,  and  to  the  importance 
and  neceffity  of  their  conftant  attendance  ; nor  has  the  expence  to  the 
Public,  for  the  extra  Attendance  of  Country  Pra&itioners  been  di- 
minifhed  in  the  Proportion,  which  might  have  been  expe&ed,  from 
the  encreafed  Medical  Aid,  which  has  been  afforded  to  Regiments. 

His  Royal  Highnefs  recommends  thefe  Obfervations  to  the  fei  ions 
Confideration  of  Officers,  in  the  Command  of  Regiments,  and  enjoins 
them  to  be  very  circumfped,  in  the  Leaves  of  Abfence,  which  they 
hereafter  recommend  for  their  Regimental  Surgeon  and  Affiftant  Sur- 
geon; the  Applications  can  be  proper  only  in  one  of  the  following 
Inftances,  either  that  from  the  Regiment  being  affembled  in  one  or  two 
Quarters,  and  remarkably  healthy,  the  Attendance  of  one  of  the  Medi- 
cal Staff  Officers  can  for  a time  be  difpenfed  with  ; or  elfe,  that  from 
particular  Circumftances  the  Indulgence  of  Leave  of  Abfence  to  an 
Officer  of  this  defeription,  becomes  an  object  of  moft  material  Import- 
ance to  his  private  Concerns, 

Officers  Commanding  Detachments,  not  having  any  Medical  Staff 
Officer  attached  to  them,  are  immediately  on  arrival  at  their  Stations, 
to  enquire  whether  there  are  any  means  of  obtaining  Medical  Affiftance 
from  a Military  Staff  Officer  in  the  Vicinity,  and  it  is  only  in  cafes 
when  fuch  Aid  cannot  be  obtained,  that  they  are  juftified  in  having 
•ecourfe  to  the  Pra&itioners  of  the  Country,  of  which  a fpecial  Report 
s immediately  to  be  made  to  the  Officer  Commanding  the  Regiment, 
vho  will  ftate  the  fame  to  the  Infpe&or  General  of  Regimental  HofpL 
als ; hereafter,  no  charge  will  be  admitted  for  extra  Expences  incurred 
or  Medical  Affiftance,  the  Neceffity  of  which  has  not  at  the  time* 
)een  reported  in  the  manner  above  dire&ed.

VACCINE 
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(No.  V.) 

INSTRUCTIONS  FOR 

VACCINE  INOCULATION. 

LET  the  vaccine  fluid  be  taken,  for  the  purpofe./  of  Inoculation* 
from  a puftule  that  is  making  itsprogrefs  regularly,  and  which  poffefiea 
the  true  vaccine  character,  on  any  day  from  the  fifth  to  the  eighth,  or 
even  a day  or  two  later,  provided  the  efflorefcence  be  not  then  formed 
around  it.  When  the  efflorefcence  is  formed,  it  h alwravs  moft  prudent 
to  defid  from  taking  any  more  of  the  virus  from  that  puftule. 

To  obtain  the  virus,  let  the  edges  of  the  puftule  be  gently  pun&ured 
with  a lancet  in  feveral  points.  It  will  gradually  ooze  out,  and  ftiould 
be  inferted  upon  the  arm  about  midway  between  the  fhoulder  and  the 
elbow,  either  by  means  of  a very  flight  fcratch,  not  exceeding  the 
eighth  part  of  an  inch,  or  a very  fmall  oblique  pun&ure. 

A little  red  fpot  will  appear  on  the  pun&ured  part  on  the  third  day, 
if  the  operation  fucceed,  which  on  the  fourth  or  fifth  becomes  percep- 
tibly veficated.  It  goes  on  increafirig  till  the  tenth  day,  wfflen  it  is 
generally  furrounded  by  a rofe  coloured  efflorefcence,  which  remains 
nearly  ftationary  for  a day  or  two.  The  efflorefcence  then  fades  away, 
and  the  puftule  is  gradually  converted  into  a hard  glofty  fcab,  of  a dark 
mahogany  colour.  Thefe  progreffive  ftages  of  the  puftule  are  com- 
monly completed  in  fixteen  or  feventeen  days. 

A fingle  puftule  is  fufftcient  to  fecure  the  conftitution  from  the  fmall- 
pdx;  but  as  we  are  not  always  certain  the  pun&ure  may  take  effe£t,  it 
will  be  prudent  to  inoculate  in  both  arms,  or  to  make  two  pun&ures 
in  the  fame  arm,  about  an  inch  and  a half  afunder,  except  in  very  early 
infancy,  when  there  is  a great  fufeeptibility  of  local  irritation. 

If  the  efflorefcence  furrounding  the  puftule  fhould  be  extenfive,  and 
occafion  much  local  heat  upon  the  arm,  it  may  be  cooled  by  the  repeated 
application  of  pieces  of  folded  linen  dipped  in  cold  water;  or  (till  more 
expeditioufly  by  a ftrong  folution  of  the  aqua  lythargyri  acetati  * in 
water ; an  ounce,  for  example,  of  the  former  in  five  or  fix  of  the 
latter*

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If  the  fcab  fliould  at  any  time  be  prematurely  rubbed  off,  and  not 
Succeeded  by  another  within  twenty-four  hours*  the  part  may  be  occa- 
iionaliy  touched  with  the  undiluted  aqua  lythargyri  acetati . 

Vaccine  virus,  taken  from  a puftule,  and  inferted  immediately  in  its 
fluid  (fate,  is  preferable  to  that  which  has  been  previoufly  dried  ; but 
as  it  is  not  alwayspradticable  to  obtain  it  in  this  (late,  we  are  compelled 
to  feek  for  fome  mode  of  preferving  it.  Various  means  have  been 
fuggeffed,  but  from  the  te(f  of  Jong  experience,  it  may  be  aliened,  that 
preferving  it  between  two  plates  of  glafs  is  the  mod  eligible.  Let  a 
piece  of  common  window  glafs  be  cut  into  fquares  of  about  an  inch 
each,  fo  that  they  fhall  lie  fmooth  when  placed  upon  each  other.  Let 
the  collected  vaccine  fluid  be  confined  to  a final!  fpot  (about  the  flze  of 
a lplit  pea)  upon  the  centre  of  one  of  thefe  glades;  which  fliould  be 
differed  to  dry  in  the  common  heat  of  the  atmofphere,  without  expofure 
to  the  heat  of  fire  or  the  fun.  When  dry,  it  fliould  be  immediately 
fecured  by  placing  over  it  the  other  piece  of  glafs.  Nothing  more  is 
neceffary  for  its  prefervation  than  wrapping  it  in  clean  writing  paper. 

The  virus,  thus  preferved,  when  wanted  for  the  purpofe  of  Innd- 
culation  may  eafily  be  reftored  to  its  fluid  date  by  diffolving  it  in  a fmall 
portion  of  cold  water,  taken  up  on  the  point  of  a lancet.  It  may  then 
be  ufed  in  the  fame  manner  as  when  juft  taken  from  a puftule. 

The  vaccine  fluid  is  liable,  from  caufes  apparently  trifling,  to  un- 
dergo a decompofirion.  In  this  date  it  fometimes  produces  what  has 
been  denominated  the  fpurious  puftule;  that  is,  a puftule,  or  an 
appearance  on  the  arm  not  poffefling  the  chara&eriftic  marks  of  the 
genuine  puftule.  Anomalies,  affuming  different  forms,  may  be  excited, 
according  to  the  qualities  of  the  virus  applied,  or  the  date  of  the  per- 
foil  inoculated  ; but  by  far  the  mod  frequent  variety,  or  deviation  from 
the  perfeft  puftule,  is  that  which  arrives  .at  maturity,  and  finiflies  its 
progrefs  much  within  the  time  limited  by  the  true.  Its  commencement 
is  marked  by  a troublefome  itching;  and  it  throws  out  a premature 
efflorefcence,  fometimes  extenfive,  but  feldom  circumfcribed,  or  of 
fo  vivid  a tint  as  that  which  furrounds  the  puftule  completely  organized; 
and  (which  is  more  chara&eriftic  of  its  degeneracy  than  the  other 
fymptoms)  it  appears  more  like  a common  feftering  produced  by  a 
thorn,  or  any  other  fmall  extraneous  body  flicking  in  the  (kin,  than 
a puftule  excited  by  the  vaccine  virus.  It  is  generally  of  a draw  colour; 
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and  when  pun&ured,  inflead  of  that  colourlefs,  tranfpnrent  fluid  of 
the  perfect  puflule,  its  contents  are  found  to  be  opnque  That  deviation 
from  the  common  character  of  the  puflule,  arifing  from  vaccine  virus 
which  has  been  previoufly  txpofed  to  a degree  of  heat  capable  of  dec*>m- 
pofing  it,  is  very  different.  In  this  inflance,  it  begins  with  a Creeping 
fcab,  of  a pale  brown  or  amber  colour;  making  a Ibng  and  flow'  pro- 
grefs,  and  fometimes  going  through  its  courfe  without  any  perceptible 
efflorefcence.  Its  edges  are  commonly  elevated,  and  afford,  on  being 
punftured,  a limpid  fluid. 

A little  pra£tice  in  vaccine  Inoculation,  attentively  conduced,  im* 
preffes  on  the  mind  the  perfe£t  character  of  the  vaccine  puflnle;  there- 
fore when  a deviation  arifes,  of  whatever  kind  it  may  be,  common 
prudence  points  out  the  neceflity  of  re-inoculaticn,  firfl,  with  vaccine 
virus  of  the  moft  a6live  kind,  and  fecondly,  fhould  this  be  ineffectual, 
with  variolous  virus.  But  if  the  co’nftitution  lhews  an  infuTcept ibility 
of  one,  it  commonly  does  of  the  other. 

When  any  conflitutional  fymptoms  occur  in  inoculated  Cow-pox, 
they  are  commonly  firft  perceptible  (efpecially  in  children)  on  the 
fourth  or  fifth  day.  They  appear  again,  and  fometimes  in  adults,  not 
unlike  a mild  attack  from  inoculated  fmall-pox,  on  the  eighth,  ninth, 
or  tenth  day.  The  former  arife  from  the  general  effects  of  the  virus 
on  the  habit,  the  latter  from  the  irritation  of  the  puflnle 

If  the  effluvia  of  the  fmall-pox  have  been  received  into  the  habit 
previoufly  to  the  inoculation  of  the  vaccine  virus,  the  vaccine  in ocU-* 
lation  will  not  always  be  found  to  flop  its  progrefs  although  the  puflule 
may  make  its  advances  without  interruption. 

The  lancet  ufed  for  inoculation  fhould  always  be  perfectly  clean. 
After  each  puncture,  it  is  proper  to  dip  it  into  water,  and  uipe  it  dry. 
The  Practitioner  fhould  be  particularly  cautious  in  obferving  that  its 
point  be  free  from  rufl,  either  contracted  by  common  means,  or  from  the 
action  of  the  vaccine  virus;  which,  even  when  dry  and  in  contactwith  it, 
has  a tendency,  in  a little  time,  to  produce  it  ; therefore  the  preferva- 
tion  of  vaccine  virus  upon  a lancet,  beyond  the  period  of  a few  days, 
fhould  never  be  attempted.

every  defcription,  during  the  time  of  their  being  in  the  Regimer 
Hofpital;  and  that  the  fame  be  paid  over  to  the  Regimental-Surge* 
as  a Fund,  to  be  applied  by  him,  under  the  fuperintendence  of 
Commanding  Officer,  to  the  maintenance  of  the  men,  and  the  gent 

Bxpences  of  the  Hofpital.

It  is  His  Majefty’s  further  order,  that  regular  Accompts  of 
expenditure  for  the  above  Services,  be  kept  by  the  Regimental  S 
geons  of  the  Regiments  of  Cavalry  and  Infantry  of  the  Line,  to
